Labyrinth Constructed Some 3,500 
Years Ago Was a Structure 
of Colossal Size. 

King Minos, with his labyrinth on 
the island of Crete, js generally sup- 
posed t© have been the originatos of 
‘the maze idea; but Egypt has # laby- 
rinth, too, and Egypt manages te hold 
the record for antiquity in almost ev- 
erything, labyrinths included, 

This Egyptian tabyrinth {s 3.5 
years old. It Is merely a chaotic mess 
of rocks piled up in the desert a few 
miles ont of Medinet. The outlines of 
the walls merge dimly here and there 
from the ruins, and from these out- 
lines, and the carvings on the stones, 
Egyptologists deduce that the laby- 
rinth was built by a certain King 
Labarys, who was more popularly 
kbpown as Amenemhat Hf. 

The structure was 500 by 600 feet 
It contained 3.000 rooms, half above 
ground, half below.

TOLL OVER 200 


THREE ARGENTINA TOWNS ARE 
WIPPED OFF BY SERIES OF 
THREE SHOCKS. 


LIST OF INJURED UNCOMPUTED 


Roads Are Torn Up and Covered With 
Water and Relief Work Is 
Made Difficult. | 


Buenos Alres.—Earthquake shocks 
which late last week destroyed sev- 
eral towns along the Argentine slope 
of the Andes mountains were the 
most severe experienced in this coun- 
try since 1869, when half the city of 
Mendoza was laid in ruins. 

Reports from the area where the 
shocks were heaviest indicate great 
loss of life and property, upwards of 
200 bodies having been taken from 
wrecks of bufldings. 

At Tresportenas more than 100 
Porished and at Costa de Araujo more 
were killed. It is feared more vic- 
thas are buried under ruing:in each 
town. At Tresportenas, La Valle and 
La Centrai not a house was left stand- 
ing, and those not destroyed were left 
in a badly damaged condition. No 
estimate of the number of persons in- 
jured has been made. 


Relief Work Difficult. 


At La Valle terrible 
witnessed. Relief work was most dif- 
ficult, owing to the condition of the 
roads, which had been broken up and 
covered with water. The church at 
La Valle was laid in ruins and the 
municipal building’s walls were 
cracked and the structure was Hkely 
to fall at any moment. ; 

The seismograph at the Mendoza 
institute recorded three shocks Fri- 
day, the first beginning at 3 p.m. It 
was a sudden and violent one, with- 
out the slight movements usually pre- 
ceding. This lasted 15 seconds. The 
second movement lasted five seconds 
and the: third ten seconds, The vibra- 
tions, with lesser shocks, continued 
for 30 minutes afterwards. 

Tn the town of Costa de Araujo, the 
seismic convulsion opened great cre- 
vices out of; which hot water is spout- 
ing. The“water from one of these 
geysers reached a hight of about 15 
feet and formed a pool in which two 
persons were drowned. A Red Cross 
ambulance has reached the village and 
set to work to rescue sufferers who 
still may be alive in the ruins.

Athens.—Contantine of Greece, re- 
moved from the throne by action of 
the Allied powers in 1917, and called 
back by the recent plebiscite to re- 
sume his former status, returned to 
Athens Sunday. He came into the 
city by train and was received at the 
Place De‘La Concorde. 

Contantine's train steamed into the 
Laurion station, about 100 yards from 
the Place de la Concorde, with the 
returning monarch, like an ordinary 
traveler. Constantine, however, was 
greeted by the cheering of thousands 
sof persons, who had heen awaiting his 
arrival since 9 o’clock in the morning. 

In a carriage drawn by six horses, 
with outriders, and followed by troops 
a procession, with Constantine at its 
head. started for the stadium,

Washington.—-America’s balance of 
trade for November shrank $63.000,000 
ag a result of a decided falling off in 
exports, according to an analysis of 
the nation’s foreign trade for that 
month issued by the department of 
commence. 

Exports for November were valued 
at $675,000,000, a falling off of more 
than $76,000,000 from the October 
total of $751,728,576. Imports, on the 
other hand, declined only a little more 
than $13,000,000, the November total 
being estimated at $321,000,000, as 
compared with $334,098,698 for Octo- 
ber.

At Kouklia, where certain tides still 
pile masses of foam along the shore, 
Aphrodite is supposed to have been 
born of the waves. Here are ruins 
of a temple for her worship, where 
originally fetes were held which, as 
one writer puts it, “were the scenes 


of a too Hteral worship of Venus,” and | 


where until recently it was the cus- 
tom to fmmerse maidens in honor of 
the goddess’ birth. 

KouklHia is on the site of the an- 
cient) Paphos. The Paphos of today 
wus the one-time Neapaphos, where St. 
Paul struck blind the sorcerer, Elymas, 
and converted Sergius Paulus, the Ro- 
man deputy. 

The present-day Larnaka is on the 
site of the biblical Chittim, whose 
ships are mentioned by Daniel, and 
whose ivory is referred to by Ezekiel. 
is the tomb of Lazarus, 
who, after being raised fromm the dead, 
is said to bave become bishop of the 
renowned city. 

Yhe area of Cyprus is about equal 
to the combined areas of Delaware and 
Rhode Island, while its total popula- 
tion is about half* that of the latter 
State.

AZORES: MAY BE AERIAL 
HALF-WAY HOUSE 


The Azores islands, in years to 
come, ny be an established mid-At- 
lantie rest station for airplane flights 
across the ocean, 

Farthest from a continent of any 
Atlantic island group, the fslands lie 
830 miles west of Cape da Roca, Portu- 
gil, and more than a thousand miles 
southeast of Newfoundland, nearest 
North American land, 

Volcanic eruptions and earthquakes, 
while the former were active, made 
the Azores objects of scientific inter- 
est akin to that evinced In the now 
fumous Mount Katmai region In Atas- 
ka. Suboceanic eruptions, sometimes 
piling up islands which soon disappear- 
ed, were characteristic phenomena. 
One early description of such an event 
tells how the earth and waters were 
rocked for eight days by earthquakes, 
followed by a vast caldron of fire that 
seemed to sweep the sea's surface and 
ecousume the clonds, spewing enormous 
masses of earth and rock. Then there 
appeared a group of rocks, ever grow- 
ing higher and wider until an area of 
several square tiles was contained in 
this “ho man's ‘land." Later it was 
shattered, and subsided, as the result 
of more earthquakes. 

The Azores comprise three groups 
of islands. Thetr total area ig less 
than that of Rhode Istand; their popu- 
lation about equal to that of Kansas 
City, Mo. Most of the inhabitants are 
Portuguese. The rest are Flemish and 
Moorish, with a few {mimigrants from 
the United Kingdom.

ISLAND OF HISTORY 


Besstpabia, recently assigned to the 
suzy inty of Roumania, tas tong been 
a racial cuteh basin. 

Her population was more than 2,- 
100.000 before the war, and jineluded 
Moldavians. Little Russians, Jews. Bul- 
gartans, Greeks. Armentans,- Tartars, 
Germans, and Gypsies; but that list 
ts short compared with the eneyclo- 
pedie precession of Getnae. Goths, 
Avars, Hung, Bessi (whence her 
name), Ugrians, Kumans, and Mongols, 
to mention but a few. since the days 
of the original Cimmerians. 

For Bessarabia. sloping southward 
from the westward foothills of the 
Carpathians, between the Dniester and 
Proth. down to the Black sea and 
Danube delta, Iay in the nermal geo- 


river and the South river, cvespective- 
ly.” And the Sun and Herald com- 
ments: “This persistence of the alter- 
nate names of the river is one of the 
local idlosyneracies of thia big town, 
which is such a curtous mixture of 
oldness and newness, of the ripe frult 
and the raw materlal.”"-From the 
Outlook.

slivers of woud were driven under the 
nailg of the wen; then they were cor- 
ralled In churches to watch their wom- 
en being tortured, and finally roasted 
alive. Another city, Kozelsk, was re- 
named Mobalig, “City of Woe,” and 
Kiev was laid waste after her people 
had been mulmwed and murdered. 

A picture of peaceful, pastoral Bes- 
sarabin prior to the renewed ravages 
of the World war, furnishes a pleasing 
contrast, A delight to the few tour- 
ists who went through the regign, were 
the Moldavian homes. 

A Moldavian interior was lmmaculate 
and vivid. Brightly-colored curtains 
and hangings were used. An inevitable 
decoration were rows of yellow 
gourds, the raising of which ts one of 
the minor Bessarabian industries. The 
people are deeply religious. Each ortho- 
odox home had its altar, facing east- 
ward, gacred bread beneath the icon, 
and cornstalks placed in the shade of 
a cross before it. Even the altars 
were colorful because of their draper- 
jes and candles, and many times they 
were laden with flowers. The Bes- 
sarablan women are sprightly, bright- 
eyed, and pretty. 

Moldavians constituted about half 
the inhabitants of Bessarabia. Rou- 
mania, it will be recalled, was formed 
by the union of Moldavia and Wal- 
luchia; hence the adjoining Bes- 
sarabia, with its large Mbldavian pop- 
ulation, long has been the “Irredenta” 
of Roumania, |

THE BERMUDAS i 


The Bermuda islands suggest the 
adventures of Robinson Crusoe in their 
colonization and present in their later 
chronology a curious parallel to United 
States histury, with the events pre- 
dated by a number of years. 

The Robinson Crusoe comparison 
obtrudes because the island was dis- 
covered and later settled as the direct 
result of shipwrecks, and tHe Settlers 
had to buiid themselves a bark to set 
sall again, 

As for the anticipation of American 
histury on a miniature seale, it may 
be noted that the colonization took 
place seven years before the Pilgrims 
lunded at Elymeuth, Mags.; that witch- 
es were burned, Quakers were perse- 
cuted, and miscreants were ducked 
before similar occurrences are recorded 
in New England, and that slavery was 
abolished in 1834. The Bermudians 
protested long before 1776 against the 
mother country’s rule, until the Island 
prisons were overfull; but relief 
came in their case not through a dec- 
luration of freedom, but by the aw 
cession of Cromwell, 

But the essential point of contact of 
the American with the Bermudian 
arises from the all-but-forgotten fact 
that while the inimoertal Lafayette gal- 
lantly helped the colonies conclude 
their war of independence, the Bermu- 
dians supplied the ummunition te be- 
gin it. 

So acute was the need for powder in 
V775 that George Washington wrote to 
the governor of Rhode Islrod that ‘no 
quantity, however small, ts beneath 
notice.”

A WAR MEASURE, 


FOUR COMPANIES ARE IN DEAL 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
Granta Permit, But Action of 
Committee Not Unanimous. 


Washington.—Authority was grant- 
ed by the interstate. commerce com- 
mission for permanent consolidation 
of the transportation business and 
properties of the Adams, American, 
Welis-Fargo and Southern express 
companies into the American Rail- 
way Express company. The com- 
mittee said that it was their belief 
that the public would best be served 
by one consolidated company serving 
all lines with equal rates. 

The permit granted by the com- 
mission was based on an applicotion. 
filed by the four express companies 
last March. Hearings were held by 
the commission in August, represen- 
tativegs of the companies, shippers 
and the public appearing to present 
arguments. 

The commission divided on the 
question of permitting the express 
consolidation, effected by the railroad 
administration as a war measure, to 
be made permanent. Commissioners 
McChord and Meyer dissenting from 
the majority and presenting a minor. 
ity report written by the former. 

The consolidation, the dissenting 
report asserted, “creates a monopoly” 
and “destroys every semblance of 
competition.” 

Other members in their report de- 
clared they were “of the opinion and 
find that the public interest will be 
promoted by the consolidation.” 


U. S. MARINES GET CLEAN BILL 


Charges of Shooting of Haitians Un- 
founded, Says Board. 


Washington—The naval court of in- 
quiry which investigated the conduct 
of marines in Haiti reported to Secre- 
tary Daniels that there “had been no 
proper grounds” for the statement by 
Brigadier General George Barnett, for- 
mer commandant of the marine corps, 
that the American occupation forces 
had been guilty of “practically indis- 
criminate Killing” of Haitians. 

After careful survey of conditions, 
the court, presided over by Rear Ad- 
niira] Henry T. Mayo, found that Gen- 
eral Barnett’s charges wero “fll con. 
sidered, regrettable and thoroughly 
unwarranted reflections” on the work 
of the marine corps in Haiti, adding 
that the corps had performed difficult 
dangerous and delicate duty worthy 
of the highest commendation. 


LIEUT. O'BRIEN TAKES OWN LIFE 


Brother of Dead “Ace” To Conduct 
inquiry Into Cause. 


Los Angeles, Cal.—Merwin O'Brien 
arrived here Monday from San Fran- 
cieco to take oharge of the body of 
his brother, Lieut. Pat O'Brien, World 
war aviator, who committed suicide 
here last Friday. 

Mr. O’Brien said the burial will be 
made at Momence, JI, their home, 
but that he would make no definite 
arrangements until he had completed 
an investigation of his brother’s af- 
fairn, 

Lieut. O'Brien committed suicide 
following futile attempts at reconcil- 
fation with his wife of less than a 
year . He will be ramembered as au- 
thor of “Outwitting the Hun” follow- 
tng his escape from a German prison 
camp. 


German Title of Honor.

President of Western Union Admits 
Cables Filed in England Are

Washington.—American commercial 
messages handled by a British cable 
company were turned over to British 
merchants at Rio de Janeiro during 
the war, giving the British an advan- 
tage over their American competitors, 
Captain F, K. Hill, United States 
Dayy, retired, testified before a sub- 
committee of the ‘senate inter-state 
commerce ccmmission Investigating 
cable management and control. Hill 
Was a naval attache stationed at Rio 
de Janeiro during the war. 

Hill said messages sent by Armcr- 
ican merchants over British cables 
from Rio to New York and other 
American ports found their way im- 
mediately into hants of British mer- 
chants at Rio. 

The Rio agents of an American 
electrical firm sent a message ta New 
York, asking for a bid for a pro- 
spective Brazilian customer, Hill said. 
The message, before jt reached New 
York, was turned over to a British 
electrical firm at Kio and when the 
American bid arrived, the American 
@gent found his British competitor 
already had submitted one, the wit- 
Bess said. 

Hill said this was but one of many

FRANCE, BRITAIN ARM-IN-ARM 


Delegates to Convention Displayed 
Friendliness That Augurs Well 
for Future of World, 


One of the most dramatic and tm-

WANT SEASONS ON GAME TO 
BE ALTERNATED. 


Upper Peninsula Sportsmen Favor 
Shooting of Deer One Year ... 
Birds Next. 


An, idea by upper peninsula men 
which probably will receive the sup- 
port of residents of the game coun- 
ties of the lower peninsula has been 
started to take steps to preserve 
from extinction the game birds and 
animals of the state. : 

The suggestion is to have the stat 
alternate deer. and bird seasons, in- 
stea\i of having both seasons come 
together as at present. 

It is believed that even with the 
deer season limited to ten days as 
was done this year, and allowing of 
the shooting of birds does not 
tect the game at it should. 

Should the season be open on deer 
and closed on birds oné year, and 
this be reversed the following year 
it is argued that both deer and birds 
would multiply more rapidly than 
they are killed. 


BIG MONEY IN MUSKRAT HIDES. 


With the greatly increased demand 
for all sorts of furs there has de- 
veloped a new branch of industry 
which can be worked up to splendid 
advantage in Northeastern Michigan 
—the growing of fur bearing ani- 
mals. A great deal of space has 
been devoted by newspapers lately 
to stories about silver-black fox 
ranches, but to stock-one of these 
ranches means an_ investment of 
thousands of dollars and the death 
of a single animal means a big loss 
to its owner. 

Muskrat farms can be started on 
an outlay of comparatively few dol- 
lars, can be maintained with far less 
labor and expense than fox ranches 
and will bring, if properly managed 
big returns from land of little value 
for other purposes. Muskrats breed 


rapidly, require little or no care and 
where they can be grown they will 
make a substantial increase in the 
farm income.
